Survivor tells of pilot's struggling before crash

LA VERNE — A survivor of this 
morning’s Brackett Field plane crash 
that claimed two lives said he saw the 


pilot struggling with something shortly 
before the plane flipped over on the 
runway. 


Ted Bryant, 51, of 182 Fulton Way, 
Upland, talked to newsmen at Pomona 
Valley 
Community 
Hospital 
a 
few 
hours after the crash. 
"We boarded the plane and were 
taxiing down the runway going at a 
good rate of speed. I saw the pilot 
struggling and there was a collision 
and the plane flipped over,” he said. 


"Jack Brady (another survivor) and 
I managed to find the emergency door 
and crawled out through the door that 
was about 10 inches in size.” 
Bryant said his worst experience was 
finding the doorway. "It was complete­ 
ly dark under the flipped plane. We 
were kind of buried in the brush and 
stuff.” 
"We crawled out and I just laid 


there. I couldn’t walk,” Bryant said. 


Bryant was treated this morning for 
contusions and abrasions at the hospi­ 
tal. 
He told of having a strange premoni­ 
tion about the flight and had been up 
since 3 a.m. worrying about the plane: 
trip that was to take five employes of 
General Dynamics to Window Rock, 


Ariz. The plane was to have returned 
tonight to La Verne. 
Bryant said the return, trip was ar­ 
ranged because Ralph Siegnst’s wife is 
in critical condition at Doctors Hospital 
in Montclair and he was anxious to re­ 
turn home tonight. 
Bryant said a leather jacket he was 
wearing was totally shredded in the 
crash. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
newly 
organized 
county paramedics program was cre­ 
dited with saving the lives of some of 
the victims of the crash. 
"There is no doubt that the paramed­ 
ics saved some lives this morning,” 
commented Chief Harry Barlow of the 
Los Angeles County Fire Station in San 
Dimas. 
The chief praised the work of the 


two teams, one from the Glendora sta­ 
tion and the other from San Dimas. 
The Glendora team has been in oper­ 
ation for four months and the San 
Dimas team only a few weeks. 
The teams gave emergency treat­ 
ment to the injured passengers, work­ 
ing in conjunction with doctors at the 
Queen of the Valley Hospital in West 
Covina. The hospital had radio contact 
with rescue units at Brackett Field. 
Harlow said this morning’s plane 
crash was the first major emergency 
handled by the San Dimas team. 
Chief Robert Lapp of the La Verne 
Fire Department, who had units at the 
crash minutes after it happened, also 
praised the paramedics. 
“The paramedics did a great job. 
There was a problem of getting several 


of the passengers out. It was a tangled 
mess and hard to get to,” Lapp said. 
County 
firemen, 
assisted 
by 
La 
Verne units, used crow bars and cut­ 
ting tools to pry several of the passen­ 
gers from the wreckage. 
Harlow said all of the male passen­ 
gers were calm and there was no hys­ 
teria. Several of the victims were un­ 
conscious. 
The param edics administered blood 
plasm a to one of the victims and sev­ 
eral others were given injections at the 
instructions of doctors at the base hos­ 
pital. 
When he arrived at the scene a few 
minutes after the crash, Chief Lapp 
said "the plane was upside down and 
three 
passengers 
had 
managed 
to 


crawl or were thrown out of the wre­ 
ckage and were sitting dazed and sha­ 
ken near the plane.” 
He said Brackett Field has rescue 
radio communications with the local 
fire station. 
Units 
were 
dispatched 
when the plane crashed at the end of 
the runway at 6 a.m. 
Lapp said the pilot and copilot were 
dangling in the overturned plane by 
their safety belts. Minutes later they 
were rescued by units from the county 
station in San Dimas. The crash site 
was on airport property located in San 
Dimas. 
The La Verne chief said there was 
no fire from the crash, but as a 
precautionary 
measure 
fire 
units 
hooked up water lines in case of a pos­ 
sible explosion from the crash.

Hundreds evacuated 
L.A.-area blaze 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - T h e most 
threatening city brush lire of the sea­ 


son burned out of control today over 
hills and through canyons of an expen­ 


sive seaside neighborhood, forcing eva­ 


cuation of about 500 persons. 
Although the fire surged unchecked 
through more than 1,500 acres, leaping 


streets and roads and closing two ma­ 
jor highways, firemen appeared to be 
winning the battle to save homes. 
No houses or other structures had 


burned by early this morning, 12 hours 
after the blaze began. Firemen fought 
off 
flames 
from 
the 
backyards 
of 
homes in the $100,000 range, as home 
owners stood on the roofs with garden 
hoses, extinguishing floating embers. 
Fire Chief Raymond Hill expressed 
optimism the fire could be brought un­ 
der control late this morning, when 
weather forecasters predicted a helpful 
wind shift. 
A spokesman for the Fire Depart­ 
ment said it was "astonishing that with 
a fire of this size and force, we have 


still burns 


had no injuries and lost not so much as 
a shingle so far.” 
The fire departm ent threw 124 com­ 
panies into the battle against the blaze, 
55 from the city departm ent, 36 from 
the county fire departm ent, 10 from 
neighboring Ventura County, 10 Civil 
Defense units and 13 county camp 
crews. 
Water-bombing helicopters were giv­ 
en much of the credit for the compara­ 
tive success of the firefighters. 
The flames chewed through brush up 
to 12 feet high, which had not burned 


out of 


in 35 years. Tongues of fire curled up 
to 50 feet into the air. 
The fire was driven along in its early 
stages by hot "Santa Ana” winds, gus- 
ting at 20 miles per hour. In hot spots 
it generated its own air currents of up 
to 40 mph, fire officials said.

Patrol 
closed a one-mile stretch of the Pacitic 
Coast Highway, U.S. 1, north from Sun­ 
set Boulevard, and Topanga Canyon 
Boulevard from the Coast Highway to

vard, and drove down both sides of the 
canyon to within 100 yards of the 
ocean. 
In the Castellamare area, on the

$110,000 spent on Nixon election spying 


WASHINGTON (UP1) - President 
Nixon’s 1972 campaign spent at least 


$'10.000 — not counting the costs of the 
W atergate bugging —to spy on and dis­ 
rupt the campaigns ot his Democratic 
opponents. Senate investigators reve­ 
aled today. 


A detailed chart unveiled by the Sen­ 
ate Watergate Committee as it re­ 
sumed public hearings into alleged

In reply to a question on the NBC-TV 
Today Show, Byrd said, “ It would ap­ 
pear there are grounds for perjury 
(charges).” Kleindienst was said to

Byrd said today that Kleindienst in 
his 1972 testimony “ did say that he 
was not importuned, that he was not 
pressured, he wras not directed —and 
on the basis of information that has 
now come to light, this certainly has 
the appearance of being an untruth.” 
The New York Times account Tues­ 
day of the Nixon telephone call was 
sharply disputed by the White House.

McManigal agreed and said 
the proposition is a "m ost dif­ 
ficult thing to try to compre­ 
hend. There have been so 
many disagreements cn what 
it means. The philosophy is 
good, but I don’t think the 
proposition will achieve the 
philosophy.” 
Block preferred 
that 
the 
city not take a position. 
“ It boils down to a battle of 
philosophies,” he said. He re­ 
called how the League offi­ 
cers at San Francisco “ tried 
to steamroller the proposition, 
but got their wrists slapped.” 
“ It is not that much a city 
issue,” he concluded. 
Councilwoman Bertve Smith 
said that “ we do need control 
of government spending.

1 
now find that my hair seems 
to be falling out and wonder 
if this is because of the limit­ 
ed amount of protein in my 
diet? If this is the cause, 
could you suggest a remedy? 
DEAR READER - I doubt 
it is really the cause. Loss of 
hair 
is 
caused 
by 
many 
things, disturbance in 
hor­ 
mone balance, inherited ten­ 
dencies. recent 
illnes:>es, a 
temporary loss from pregnan­ 
cy arid even nervousness can 
cause it. It is true, however, 
that a good nutritional pro­ 
gram. which includes all the 
important proteins and vita­ 
mins, 
is essential 
to hair 
growth. Hair is specialized 
protein. 
I decided to answer your 
letter in part because of the 
very 
real 
problem 
people 
have 
in 
obtaining 
enough 
good protein on very strict 
low salt diets. If you have to 
severely limit your intake of 
milk, meat and animal pro­ 
ducts, all of which contain so­ 
dium salt, you could supple­ 
ment your protein intake with

soybean 
seed 
pro­ 
ducts. In their dry uncooked 
state they contain only five 
milligrams of sodium is 100 
grams (3< . ounces). That is

You can also use gelatin to 
supplement your total protein 
intake. 1 know that many nut­ 
ritionists think gelatin is a 
poor protein. It certainly is 
not a very good source for es­ 
sential amino acids. BUT it is 
a good source for general pro­ 
tein needed for the body to 
manufacture other proteins. 
One of the classic nutritional 
experiments that every nutri­ 
tionist worth his salt (if I 
may use that expression in 
this 
column) 
should 
know 
about is the early demon­ 
stration by Osboma and Men- 
de t r t rats carrot live or 


grow on either wheat or gela­ 
tin alone, but when fed both 
t o g e t h e r they grew and 
thrived. So, 1 don’t recom­ 
mend gelatin as a sole source 
by any means, but in indivi­ 
duals wTio must avoid protein 
sources that also contain salt, 
or even fat, it is useful pro­ 
vided the rest of the diet in­ 
cludes enough of the essential 
amino acids. Of course, gela­ 
tin comes from animal pro­ 
tein—meat. poultry, and fish. 
What protein is deficient in 
lysine, 
an 
essential 
amino 
acid, and although gelatin is 
low in many amino acids it is 
high in lysine. Between the 
two they did the job. 


DEAR DR. LAMB — I am 
a 15-year-old girl and have 
burned 
my 
face 
severely 
three times with a sun lamp. 
I was wondering if the dam­ 
age to my skin could cause 
me to wrinkle at an early 


age? Also, I have heard that 
ultra violet rays from 
the 
lamp can cause types of can­ 
cer. Do they? 


DEAR READER - Sun­ 
burn and lamps for ultravio­ 
let rays do induce changes in 
the skin, besides, a tan, that 
are believed by most der­ 
matologists 
to 
prematurely 
age the skin. If you want the 
hide on an alligator, become 
a sun worshipper and you’ll 
make it. Excessive exposure 
to sun and weather not only 
ages the skin 
prematurely, 
but increases the likelihood of 
skin cancer.

Pomona council gives support 
to proposed reapportionment 


POMONA — The City Council is on 


record unanimously backing a state 
plan on reapportionment drawn up by 
a panel of special m asters appointed 
by the state Supreme Court. 


The court opened hearings Tuesday 
on the remap plan, made after the leg­ 
islature failed to agree on one. It co­ 
vers 40 state senators, 80 assemblymen 
and 43 congressmen. 


Council support for the plan came 
following a presentation Monday by 
Ora E. l.ampman. former city admin­ 
istrator and chairm an of the Chamber 
of Commerce legislative action com­ 
mittee. 


In past redistricting, Pomona has 
been divided into two or more as­ 
sembly, senatorial and congressional 
districts, 
said 
Lanipman, 
now 
an 
executive vice president with the con­ 
sulting firm of Lampman and Asso­ 
ciates. 
Under the m asters’ proposal, he con­ 
tinued, all ot Pomona would be in­ 
cluded within one assembly district, 
one senatorial district and one con­ 
gressional district. 
If approved by the court 
the plan 
would put 
Pomona in the 65th As­ 
sembly District, the 32nd Senate Dis- 
trict which is made up by combining 
Assembly Districts 65 and 66, and the 


35th Congressional District. 
Lampman said the registration is 43 
per cent Republican and 52.9 per cent 
Democrat in the 65th Assembly Dis­ 
trict, 37.2 per cent Republican and 57.6 
per cent Democrat in the senate dis­ 
trict and 44.8 per cent Republican and 
49.6 per cent Democrat in the con­ 
gressional 
district. 
The 
percentages 
are based on December 1972 figures. 
While he was still city administrator, 
Lampman went on to say, the council 
and chamber were concerned about 
getting "m ore logical representation” 
tor Pomona.

Mrs. Brannen said the new Supple­ 
mental Security Income program wifl 
replace present federal-state programs. 
"Aim of the program is to provide 
an income of at least $130 a month for 
an individual or $195 a month for a 
couple. 
Eligibility for federal payment* will 
depend on the amount of income 
people have and on the value of their 
assets," she said. 
"A single person can have assets 
worth up to $1,500 and a couple up to 
$2,250 and still receive federal benefits. 
The general income exclusions art the 
first $60 of any income per quarter and 
$195 plus one-half of the amount above 
that of earned income per quarter. 
"The exclusions are more liberal for 
earned income than for unearned; this 
is designed to give individuals an in­ 
centive to enter the labor force.”

Vote yes Tuesday 
to control taxes 


C a lifo rn ian s w ill go to th e polls n e x t T u esd a y to 
vote on G ov. R e a g a n 's ta x lim ita tio n in itia tiv e b a l­ 
lot. 
T he p u rp o se of th is m e a s u re is to c o n tro l ta x e s by 
co n tro llin g th e e x p e n d itu re s of tax money. It ties 
th e to ta l a p p ro p ria tio n s of th e s ta te to a p e rc e n ta g e 
of p e rso n a l in co m e fo r each y e a r. T h e re fo re , state 
g o v e rn m e n t w ould not b e able to take a greater 
percentage of income than it now takes without ap­ 
proval of th e voters. Should government spending be 
c u rb e d ? 
It does not tak e a great deal of research to dis­ 
cover that governmental costs are growing at a 
much faster rate than the real growth in the econo- 
m v. 
For instance, the expenditures of California state 
and local governments have risen from S9.7 billion 
in 1964-65 to $20.7 billion in 1971-72, a 138 per cent 
increase in eight years. 
During this same period personal income in­ 
creased about 85 per cent. Another measure is popu­ 
lation. If population increases, it stands to reason 
that the cost of governments serving that population 
must also increase. Between 1965 and 1972 the 
state’s population increased 11 per cent while, 
again, governmental expenditures rose 138 per cent. 
On a per capita basis, state and local tax expendi­ 
tures rose from S596 per person in 1965 to $1,123 in 
1972. 
. 
, 
Another standard of measurement is the compara­ 
tive growth in public and private employment. The 
number of state and local employes increased 37 per 
cent from 1965 to 1971 while the cumulative increase 
in the private sector was 16 per cent. 
The real question from the taxpayers’ point of 
view is why is government growing at such an in­ 
credible rate. The cause, in part, is rooted in the 
philosophy which sees government as the do-it-all 
with unlimited means to provide unlimited services. 
It h a s b e e n sa id th a t a n y w h e re from 32 to 44 per 
c e n t of o u r p erso n a l in c o m e to d a y goes to some 
tvpe of ta x e s. T he p e rc e n ta g e is not the issue. The 
re a l is s u e to w h ich P ro p o sitio n 1 addresses itself is 
that m o st people b e lie v e th a t g o v e rn m e n t takes en­ 
tire ly to o m u c h , an d d o e s not sp e n d w h at it ta k e s 
w isely.

Soviets behind Arab-lsraeli war 


WASHINGTON - The story is now 
leaking out of the strained, secret diplo­ 
macy that followed the outbreak of hos­ 
tilities in the Middle East. 
In one secret report, the Central In­ 
telligence Agency suggests that the So­ 
viets actually orchestrated the Arab at­ 
tack. 
It was part of a desperate 
maneuver, the CIA quotes an informed 
source as saying, to hang on to their 
beachhead in the Middle East. 
Before the attack, Egypt had thrown 
out Soviet military advisers, tightened 
its ties with Saudi Arabia and shifted 
toward the West. Even in Syria, which 
had been the most Moscow-minded of 
the Arab powers, the Soviets had en­ 
countered growing hostility. 
O t h e r intelligence reports raise 
doubts about the precise Soviet role in 
planning the surprise attack. But the 
Kremlin clearly had advance know­ 
ledge that it was coming. 
Prewar shipments 
It has also been established that So­ 
viet military shipments, both by air 
through 
Yugoslavia 
and 
by 
water 
through the Black Sea, started on their 
way before the guns began booming. 
Immediately 
after 
the 
outbreak, 
President Nixon appealed to Soviet 
party chief Leonid Brezhnev for res­ 
traint. Both the superpowers, urged the 
President, should keep hands off the 
Middle East war. 
Brezhnev argued that the Arabs had 
the right to recapture their lost lands 
a n d , 
therefore, 
that 
the 
Soviets 
couldn’t withhold military supplies. Ni­ 
xon responded that the United States 
was equally justified in helping Israel 
repel armed aggression. 


THE LIGHTER SIDE 


Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
stressed to Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin that the United States was, 
quite capable of matching Scviet ship­ 
ments and maintaining the military 
supply balance in the Middle East. 
Held back 
For four days, the United States held 
back military shipments to Israel while 
Kissinger tried to persuade the Rus­ 
sians to exercise similar 
restraint. 
However, the Soviet tonnage not only 
began to pour into Egypt and Syria, 
but the Russians also beefed up their 
naval strength in the Mediterranean. 
In response, the United States used 
its superior airlift capacity to catch up 
with the Soviet shipments. This appar­ 
ently surprised the Soviet strategists, 
who had thought the United States 
wouldn’t risk an oil cut-off to support 
the embattled Israelis. 
Intelligence reports claim, meanwhile, 
that the cautious Egyptian command­ 
ers wanted to consolidate their hold 
on the Suez Canal’s east bank but were 
goaded by the Russians to expand the 
offensive. 
Brezhnev also brought personal pres­ 
sure, according to one report, on Jor­ 
dan’s King Hussein, Morocco’s King 
Hassan and Tusiania’s President Habib 
Bourguiba to join in the fighting. 
Kremlin panics 
When the Israelis outmaneuvered the 
Egyptians by moving across the Suez 
and cutting the Egyptian supply lines, 
the Kremlin began showing signs of 
panic. Another Arab humiliation could 
backfire on the Soviets, whose role in 
the debacle could bring them more 
blame than praise from Arab leaders. 


Suddenly, Brezhnev sent President 
Nixon an urgent message requesting 
that Kissinger come to Moscow at once 
to negotiate a cease-fire. Then, the So­ 
viets, in their haste to end the fighting, 
wanted to rush in a joint Soviet-Ameri- 
can force to police the cease-fire. 
President Nixon rejected the idea of 
direct superpower involvement in the 
Middle East. The Soviets apparently 
mistook this as a delaying tactic and 
sent a bristling note to the President, 
threatening to send its own troops to 
the Middle East to keep the peace. 
H ie President reacted by placing the 
U.S. arm ed forces on a military alert. 
Then both of the big powers wisely 
backed away from a confrontation. 


GRIZZLY REPORT: A secret Inter­ 
ior Department study warns that the 
nation’s grizzly bear population is in 
danger of extinction because their food 
supply has been suddenly closed down. 
In Yellowstone National Park, the 
last major stronghold of the big beasts, 
the grizzlies have fed for years on 
cam pers’ garbage. Six years ago, a 
study urged that the dumps be closed 
gradually so the bears could return to 
their old eating habits in the wild. 
instead, the National Park Service 
has shut down the dumps abruptly, 
thus driving the panicky bears into 
campsites and off-park lands, where 
they have been shot. 
The new secret study, done by Inter­ 
ior consultants, warns: “ The grizzly 
bear population in Yellowstone Park 
and surrounding areas has declined ra­ 
pidly and will continue to do so if con­ 
ditions remain unaltered.’’

Moscow enshrines 
detente with U. S.

MOSCOW - Although the tea leaves are not yet entirely 
settled, the Kremlin's inner reaction to the Middle East crisis 
ot 1973 is another piece of evidence that detente with Washing­ 
ton has now been enshrined at a pinnacle of Soviet policy from 
which m ere wars between allies of the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union shall not be permitted to dislodge it. 
Even the genuine fright in Washington that Soviet troops 
might be on the way to the Suez Canal from airfields in Hung­ 
ary. which apparently led to the worldwide U.S. military alert, 
failed to have more than momentary* impact on the policyma­ 
kers here. 
Before that sensible precaution was taken on Thursday, So­ 
viet officials were quietly praising the way Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger was trying to deal with the volatile question 
of Israel’s new positions to the west of the Suez Canal not far 
from Cairo. 
As one of these officials told us: “ Your man McCloskey 
(chief State Department spokesman Robert McCloskey) has 
used just the right language to describe the effect of all this 
on detente.” 
Important questions raised 


Moreover, there have been many signs that — contrary to 
charges by high officials in Israel that the Middle East w ar 
was plotted, timed and ordered by Moscow — the Russians 
saw a new outburst of w ar between Israel and the Arabs as 
not an unmixed blessing, remembering the 1956 and 1967 Arab 
debacles. Their explanation of massive Soviet assistance to the 
Arabs as soon as the war started is self-serving, but it raises 
important questions about premature conclusions in Washing­ 
ton. 
“ No agreem ent we have ever signed with you,” one influen­ 
tial official told us. “ forces us to drop our backing of the 
Arabs or affects our 
long-standing 
relations with 
third 
countries.” His claim: Moscow would never sit quietly by 
without responding to Arab requests for m ilitary hardware. 
However, Western experts here give testimony that when 
Algerian president Boumedienne turned up at his own request 
in Moscow on Oct. 14 in the middle of the fighting in the 
Middle East, he left disappointed following an all-night session 
with top Kremlin leaders. Nor was there bona fide “exhorta­ 
tion,” said one long-time Western expert, by party chief Leo­ 
nid Brezhnev for Algeria to send troops to the Middle East. 
Non-U.S. Western sources say two other pieces of evidence 
are beyond dispute: that Moscow did not want Jordan to enter 
the war against Israel and that Moscow has not pressured oil- 
rich Arab states to punish the U.S. Why? It might boomerang 
into a Soviet backlash. 


A political pasting 


If true, this is all the more remarkable because the Russians 
have been taking a political pasting in the so-called third or 
uncommitted world for trying to become a bedmate of the 
United States. One of the chief villains in the non-aligned con­ 
ference in Algiers last month was the Soviet Union. 
Russians in position to know high-level opinions in the Polit­ 
buro. moreover, went out of theii way to defend the U.S. 
against charges that Washington encouraged the first viola­ 
tions of the Suez Canal ceasefire which were charged to Israel. 
President Nixon’s problem of persuading Israel to make “ sub­ 
stantial concessions” on territory, as promised by Kissinger, 
are fully understood and even sympathized with here. 
Finally, the Soviet-controlled press, nearly every word of 
which—or omission thereof—carries some political signifi­ 
cance, has been thunderously silent on both the war and the 
American-Soviet differences on how to police the ceasefire. As 
we write this, not a word has appeared in the major party or 
government newspapers about the worldwide U.S. military 
alert. 
What this adds up to is that Soviet courtship ot the U.S. in 
the form of detente may run deeper and warm er than anyone 
thought. It means not that the Russians have suddenly become 
nice little boys who want to play with Uncle Sam. but that at 
this point in time detente is perceived here as in the highest 
interest of the Soviet Union, a subject needing elaboration in a 
subsequent column.

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W. E. population still growing, but at slower rate 


Population in the West End ot San 
Bernardino County is still growing but 
shows some signs of slowing down. 
For the first six months of 1973, the 
number of residents increased by an 
average of 600 per month. This con; 
pares to 1.000 new residents a month 
for the previous six-month period. 
Population for the communities of 
Chino. Ontario, Montclair, Upland, Alta 
Loma, Etiwanda, Cucamonga, Guasti 
and Mt. Baldy-Wrightwood was esti­ 
mated at 207,837 last July. 
This was an increase of 3,617 over 
the 204,220 persons 
estimated 
last 
January and a 22,411 hike over the 
185,426 persons counted in the April 
1970, federal census. 


For the six-month period ot July 1972 
to January 1973 the West End popula­ 
tion increased from 197,313 to 204.220, a 
gain of 6,907. 
The July population for the entire 
county was listed at 736,636. a 9,352 
hike over January and 54,403 more 
than reported in the census. 
Population figures are included in a 
population and housing bulletin, pub­ 
lished twice a year by the county 
planning department. 
New housing kept pace with the po­ 
pulation growth, officials noted. There 
were 64,562 dwelling units counted in 
the West End last July, for a gain of 
1.065 over the January count of 63,497 
and 7,159 over the 57,403 in the April 
census. 


l or the county, there were 273,120 
units in July, compared with 269,675 in 
January and 251,295 in the April cen­ 
sus. 
Officials 
reported 
the

End 
growth areas seem to have shifted 
from Alta Loma and 
Etiwanda to 
Chino and Upland communities. 
‘‘The way construction is being re­ 
ported. especially in the Chino Hills 
area, they are going whole-hog,” a spo­ 
kesman said. "This has to be one of 
the fastest growing areas in the coun­ 
ty.” 
The shift, he explained, may have re­ 
sulted from rezoning which made large 
amounts of property available for resi­ 
dential development. 
"There is quite a bit of building now 


reported in the Chino Hills," he noted. 
The Chino area, extending south of 
Phillips Boulevard and west of Moun­ 
tain and Euclid avenues, had 39,081 
residents in July, an increase of 1,378 
from January and 4,930 from April 1970. 
For the same period, the number ot 
housing units increased from 8,405 in 
April 1970, to 9,499 last January and 
9.880 in July. 
The Upland area, extending north 
from the San Bernardino Freeway and 
west from Camelian Avenue, had 44,- 
971 residents last July, compared with 
43,860 in January and 37,864 in April 
1970. 
In housing units, the July total of 14,- 
546 showed a 1.111 hike over January 
and 7,107 more than April 1970. 


Least affected by the residential in­ 
flux and new construction are the far­ 
ming communities of Cucamonga and 
Guasti. 
Cucamonga had a July population of 
5.733, the same as January and only 
289 more than counted in the federal 
census. The number of dwelling units 
remained at 1.5.55 in January and July, 
and only 74 more than April 1970.

West End supervisors reject 


Yucaipa as bus project site 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNA) - Super 
visor 
Dennis 
Hansberger 
has 
per­ 
suaded the Board ot Supervisors to ask 
SAN BAG’S (San Bernardino Associa­ 
tion of Governments) transportation 
planning committee to investigate the 
possibility of using Yucaipa as a pilot 
project area for a Dial-A-Bus svtem, 
but he incurred the wrath of Super­ 
visor Daniel Mikesell in doing so. 
SANBAG will also be asked to con­ 
sider Alta Loma, Los Serranos 
and 
Bloomington for the project, because 
Mikesell and Supervisor Ruben Ayala 
felt their districts should also be con­ 
sidered. 
Hansberger agreed to adding the 
cities ouside of his district to the 
request because he said he was so con­ 
vinced of Yucaipa’s need and desirabil­ 
ity for the project. He suggested Sen­ 
ate Bill 25 funus be used for the pilo’ 
project and 325 funds if the pilot pro­ 
gram was a success. 
"So help me Hannah, I wish I hadn’t 
ever gotten involved in 325 funds," 
Mikesell said. The county’s present, bus 
system is funded with 325 money. 
"Yucaipa doesn’t make use of its 
present bus system," he said, "I un­ 
derstand they had 160 passengers in 60 
days, I’m not so sure they would use a 
different system." Besides he added 
SANBAG is already investigating the 
I)ial-A-Bus system being used in other 
cities. "If you’re saying let’s get the 
details and then start a pilot program, 
OK," he told Hansberger. 
Hansberger retorted that 
Yucaipa 
did not receive good service from the 
county’s present system. He said it is a 
sprawling 
community 
which 
needs 


transportation within the immediate 
area. The county’s buses run at odd 
hours, because Yucaipa is at the end 
of the system. “The need for buses has 
been shown to be in the middle of the 
day," he said acknowledging a survey 
uone by a Cratton Hills College proies- 
sor as his source. 
"It could be the system is needed in 
my area, where the people ar poor^" 
Ayala aruged in placing his district in 
contention for the study program. Mike­ 
sell was fighting tor Alta Loma and 
Cucamonga, which presently are not 
served by the county’s bus system. 


It will now be up to SANBAG to de­ 
ride where such a project could best 
be run, and to determine what the cost 
of such a project would be.

S.B. supervisors on record 
as opposed to Proposition 1 


SAN BERNARDINO (CNA) - The 
San Bernardino County Board of Su­ 
pervisors is on record as being op­ 
posed to Proposition I, 
Supervisors Nancy 
Smith, 
Reuben 
Ayala and James Mayfield voiced their 
opinion Monday against Gov. Ronald 
Reagan’s controversial tax measure. 
Supervisor 
Dennis 
Hansberger 
de­ 
fended it. Daniel Mikesell was not pre­ 
sent at the time the proposition was 
discussed. 
The three board members opposed 
the measure because they viewed it as 
a direct threat to government services. 
The Southern California Regional Su­ 
pervisors Association has voted against 
the Proposition, Mrs, Smith noted in 
her objection. She also said it would be 
easier to get the measure into the con­ 
stitution than to get it out. 
She criticized the governor for spend­ 
ing $20 million on a special election for 
the proposition—money she ¡said could 
have been better spent for people in 
nee*

people," she said. 
Supervisor James Mayfield quoted 
Proverbs in giving his reasons for ob­ 
jecting to the proposition. 
"Where there is no vision people per­ 
ish." he said, noting that the prop­ 
osition divides people between those 
who are for social services and those 
who are not. 
"I approve of it in principle,’ Ayala 
said, "but 1 cannot support the mech­ 
anics.” It was at Ayala’s urging that 
the board took a stand. "Elected offi­ 
cials should take a position on this 
proposition," he said, describing it as 
the most important proposition in the 
history of the state. 


"The governor can do what Prop­ 
osition 1 does with a blue pencil at 
budget time," he contended. He also 
said he hated to see such drastic meas 
ures locked into the constitution. "How 
do we know it’s going to work?” he 
asked, 


"I am very disappointed that the 
governor did not write the proposition 
better." Hansberger said, "because it 
is sorely needed. People are becoming 
too reliant on the government to pro­ 
vide all their needs." 
He agreed that the election could 
have been held in June. He said he 
respected the views of the other board 
members, and be said if he could be 
sure he could vote on the issue again 
sometime in the next 10 years he 
might oppose it because of acknow­ 
ledged flaws within the present bill. But 
he insisted that there are many serv­ 
ices performed by the government 
which people should be doing for them­ 
selves. "We have to begin cutting 
hack, even though it may hurt." 
In briefing the board on the prop­ 
osition county administrator Robert Co­ 
vington said it could create a serious 
financial burden on the county though

“The movement of the Han­ 
cock is not related in any 
way to movements of the So­ 
viet fleet in the Mediterra­ 
nean,” said Defense Depart­ 
ment spokesman Jerry 
W. 

“The se­ 
cretary of defense said Fri­ 
day we were a long way from 
a confrontation with the So­ 
viets. We are even further 
from any such confrontation 
today.” 
U.S. officials said privately 
the Hancock’s mission in the 
Indian Ocean was primarily 
to demonstrate the right oi 
the United States to use the 
Straits of Malacca, which the 


United States considers inter­ 
national waters, and to oper­ 
ate in the Indian Ocean even 
during times of tension in the 
Middle East.

An Army spokesman .said 
M o n d a y detoxification will 
take neariy three years. The 
spokesman said 18 bombs will 
be destroyed each week. 
“The

bombs 
are 
punctured and drained down 
two 
different 
pipes 
where 
they are chemically dried into 
salt blocks,” said Ann Jack­ 
son. information officer for 
the Rocky Mountain Arsenal. 
“We’ll get it into a non-lethai 
form.” 
She said 
the 
metal con- 


tainers holding the nerve gas 
and mustard gas, scheduled 
to be detoxified simultaneous­ 
ly, will be placed in a furnace 
and heated to a temperature 
of 1,500 degrees fahrenheit. 
She said the metal will be 
sold as scrap. 
Congressional pressure for 
destruction of the gas began 
earlier in the year when ar­ 
senal commander Lt. Col. Ge­ 
rald C. Watson confirmed in­ 
ternal leaks in the bombs. He 
said the leaks are not dang­ 
erous and chances are slim 
any of the gas will escape 
and drift into nearby metro­ 
politan Denver.

Brown hits reduction in number 
of polling places in Prop 1 vote

Ro­ 
nald Reagan’s tax-Umitation 
initiative. 
Brown, an opponent of the 
proposition, said the elderly 
and poor would be kept from 
voting, since many of them 
do not have cars to reach the 
more distant polling places. 
T h e cutback 
in 
polling 
places was criticised by Har­ 
ry Lerner, Southern Califor­ 
nia director of Californians 
Against Prop. 1., saying it 
would affect most seriously 
exactly the voters the anti-ini­ 
tiative forces are depending 
on. 
Brown, 
the 
state’s 
chief 
e l e c t i o n s officer, did not 
charge political motivation in 
the reductions. 
"Most of the consolidations 
were the result ot a sincere 
de-ire by local election offi­ 
cials to cut down the cost of 
this special election,” Brown 
said in a .statement. 
“ Although 
I 
share 
their 
wish to economize, I believe 
the people’s right to 
vote 
should be sacrificed,” 
He cited particularly Los 
Angeles, 
Alameda, 
Contra 
C o s t a , San Mateo, Santa 


Clara, Fresno. Ventura, San 
Bernardino and Santa Bar­ 
bara counties. 
Los 
Angeles 
county 
will 
have 
4,117 
polling 
places, 
compared to 7,700 
in 
last 
y e a r ’ s 
general 
election. 
Brown said, and he has asked 
county officials to consider 
opening more. 
Los Angeles County Regist­ 
er - Recorder Leonard Pantsh 
said the number oi polling 
places is always reduced for 
low-tumout special elections 
and the need for access by 
voters 
“ must 
be 
balanced 
with consolidation and cost.’’ 
The cost of this election will 
be between $3 million and $3.5 
million, he said, compared to 
$5.2 million for the general 


election last year. He pre­ 
dicted the voter turnout will 
be low, as usual in special 
election^, probably less than 
50 per cent, and said be doubt­ 
ed the polling place cutback 
will affect the turnout. 
O t h e r populoui# counties 
have cut back their polling 
places as compared to ’ast 
year’s.

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Survivor tells of pilot's struggling before crash

LA VERNE —- A survivor of this 
morning’s Brackett Field plane crash 
that claimed two lives said he saw the 


pilot struggling with something shortly 
before the plane flipped over on the 
runway. 


Ted Bryant, 51, of 182 Fulton Way, 
Upland, talked to newsmen at Pomona 
Valley 
Community 
Hospital 
a 
few 
hours after the crash. 
“ We boarded the plane and were 
taxiing down the runway going at a 
good rate of speed. I saw the pilot 
struggling and there was a collision 
and the plane flipped over,” he said. 


“Jack Brady (another survivor) and 
I managed to find the emergency door 
and crawled out through the door that 
was about 10 inches in size.” 


Bryant said his worst experience was 
finding the doorway. “ It was complete­ 
ly dark under the flipped plane. We 
were kind of buried in the brush and 
stuff.” 
“We crawled out and 1 just laid 


there. I couldn’t walk,” Bryant said. 


Bryant was treated this morning for 
contusions and abrasions at the hospi­ 
tal. 
He told of having a strange premoni­ 
tion about the flight and had been up 
since 3 a.m. worrying about the plane' 
trip that was to take five employes of 
General Dynamics to Window Rock, 


Ariz. The plane was to have returned 
tonight to La Verne. 
Bryant said the return, trip was ar­ 
ranged because Ralph Siegnst’s wife is 
in critical condition at Doctors Hospital 
in Montclair and he was anxious to re­ 
turn home tonight. 
Bryant said a leather jacket he was 
wearing was totally shredded in the 
crash. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
newly 
organized 
county paramedics program was cre­ 
dited with saving the lives of some of 
the victims of the crash. 
“ There is no doubt that the param ed­ 
ics saved some lives this morning,” 
commented Chief Harry' Barlow of the 
Los Angeles County Fire Station in San 
Dimas. 
The chief praised the work of the 


two teams, one from the Glendora sta­ 
tion and the other from San Dimas. 
The Glendora team has been in oper­ 
ation for four months and the San 
Dimas team only a few weeks. 
The teams gave emergency treat­ 
ment to the injured passengers, work­ 
ing in conjunction with doctors at the 
Queen of the Valley Hospital in West 
Covina. The hospital had radio contact 
with rescue units at Brackett Field. 
Harlow said this 
morning’s plane 
crash was the first m ajor emergency 
handled by the San Dimas team. 
Chief Robert Lapp of the La Verne 
Fire Department, who had units at the 
crash minutes after it happened, also 
praised the paramedics. 
“The paramedics did a great job. 
There was a problem of getting several 


of the passengers out. It was a tangled 
mess and hard to get to,” Lapp said. 
County 
firemen, 
assisted 
by 
La 


Verne units, used crow bars and cut­ 
ting tools to pry several of the passen­ 


gers from the wreckage. 
Harlow said all of the male passen­ 
gers were calm and there was no hys­ 
teria. Several of the victims were un­ 
conscious. 
The paramedics administered blood 
plasma to one of the victims and sev­ 
eral others were given injections at the 
instructions of doctors at the base hos­ 
pital. 
When he arrived at the scene a few 
minutes after the crash, Chief Lapp 
said “the plane was upside down and 
three 
passengers 
had 
managed 
to 


crawl or were thrown out of the wre­ 
ckage and were sitting dazed and sha­ 
ken near the plane.” 
He said Brackett Field has rescue 
radio communications with the local 
fire station. 
Units 
were 
dispatched 
when the plane crashed at the end of 
the runway at 6 a.m. 
Lapp said the pilot and copilot were 
dangling in the overturned plane by 
their safety belts. Minutes later they 
were rescued by units from the county 
station in San Dimas. The crash site 
was on airport property located in San 
Dimas. 
The La Verne chief said there was 
no fire from the crash, but as a 
precautionary 
measure 
fire 
units 
hooked up water lines in case of a pos­ 
sible explosion from the crash.

through more than 1,500 acres, leaping 


streets and roads and closing two m a­ 


jor highways, firemen appeared to be 
winning the battle to save homes.

$110,000 spent on Nixon 


WASHINGTON (UP!) — President 
Nixon’s 1972 campaign spent at least 
$'10,000 — not counting the costs of the 
Watergate bugging —to spy on and dis­ 
rupt the campaigns of his Democratic 
opponents, Senate investigators reve­ 
aled today. 
A detailed chart unveiled by the Sen­ 
ate Watergate Committee as it re­ 
sumed public hearings into alleged 
“dirty tricks” during last year’s presi­ 
dential race showed that Nixon cam­ 


paign operatives had 23 agents fanned 
out across the country to work against 
Democratic presidential hopeful-'. 
Committee lawyer Mark 
Lakritz, 
who explained the chart, said the total 
amount paid to the political agents 
came to $110,000. But he said this did 
not include the bugging of Democratic 
National Committee headquarters at 
the Watergate. 
Previous testimony both before the 
committee and at the trial of the orig­ 


inal Watergate seven indicated at least 
$199,000 was tunneled from the Com­ 
mittee for the Re-Flection of the Presi­ 
dent (CRP) to the Watergate oper 
ation. 
The chart disclosed today listed 
names of at least a dozen persons ne­ 
ver before publicly identified as Nixon 
espionage agents. Most of the agents 
—16 in all —worked for Donald H. 
Segretti, 
a 
California lawyer who 
recently pleaded guilty 
to 
federal 


charges of campaign fraud in con­ 
nection with political espionage and 
sabotage activities in the Florida Dem­ 
ocratic primary. 
Segretti was hired by White House 
officials and paid about $40,000 by 
President Nixon’s personal attorney. 
Herbert W. Kalmbach. 
The chart paralleled the strengths of 
Sens. Edmund S. Muskie, Hubert H. 
Humphrey and George S. McGovern in 
nationwide political polls from the be­ 
ginning of 1971 with the activities of 


each of the agents. It showed that at 
the time Muskie’s strength peaked in 
January 1972. 12 Republican agents 
were, actively working against bis nom­ 
ination. 
The chart also showed that the Nixon 
campaign had no one working against 
McGovern, the eventual Democratic 
presidential nominee, until April 1972 
— only three months before the Demo­ 
cratic National Convention —and never 
had more than four agents in the field 
against him.

Nixon’s 1972 campaign spent at least 
$i 10,000 — not counting the costs of the 


V atergate bugging —to spy on and dis­ 
rupt the campaigns of his Democratic 
opponents. Senate investigators reve­ 
aled today. 


A detailed «.hart unveiled by the Sen­ 
ate Watergate Committee as it re­ 
sumed public hearings into alleged 
“ dirty tricks” during last year’s presi­ 
dential race showed that Nixon cam ­ 


paign operatives had 23 agents fanned 


out across the country to work against 
Democratic presidential hopefuls.

” 1 know we can do better,” Hafif 
said afterwards. “There is a better 
way of reaching the people.” 
For the most part, the audience was 
reserved, and not quite as vociferous 
as one might expect for a political ral­ 
ly of this size. 
Entertainer Ray Charles, who per­ 
formed before and after Hafirs speech, 
made attem pts to warm the crowd, but 
met with only slight success. 
Most sat quietly through Kafif’s 25- 
minute speech, although it was oc­ 
casionally interrupted by applause and 
even some hecklers. 
Later, Hafif admitted “it was a 
tough crowd.” 
In his speech, Hafif covered a wide 
range of topics, including crime, per­ 
sonal involvement in the elective sys­ 
tem, smog, government, and taxation. 
He urged the audience to become 
more involved in the political process, 
and said he would serve as their 
“catalyst.” 
“ I have nothing to offer you except 
the opportunity to get involved,” Hafif 
sud. “ I want to give government back 
to the people, and to get rid of the 
people who buy the elections.” 
The Democratic prim ary in Southern 
California is in the hands of the people, 
Hafif said. 
“ If everyone in this arena who is 
new to this campaign now takes it 
upon himself to produce 100 to 150 
voles,

Southern California,” he said. 
On crime, he said, “ I don’t want to 
hear any more Spiro Agnews cam ­ 
paigning on law and order. Law and 
order is a slogan, and you can’t solve 
crime with a slogan.”

when they should be catching murde­ 
rers and thieves. 
“ My blood boiled when I heard about 
those two men who were killed in Po­ 
mona Sunday,” Hafil said. “ Nothing is 
loo bad for those two kids who killed 
those men for a lousy $100.” 
There is an 85 per cent cnance the 
two suspects won’t be caught, Hafif 
said. 
“ I want policemen catching those

“ There is an element of hatred in 
this controversy, the smell of a ven­ 
detta,” he said, “ and if wiser and cool­ 
er heads of both political parties don’t 
take control, we are in for a much 


greater traum a than we have yet expe­ 
rienced.” 
Connally, who was believed among 
those President Nixon considered as a 
replacement for former Vice President 
Spiro T, Agnew, said Congress should 
investigate the background of Ford, 
the House Minority leader, as soon as 
possible anti

action.” 
"B ut,” Connally said, “ if this is not 
the case, and I’m confident that it is 
not, then it is incumbent upon every 
responsible leader in Congress to speed 
the confirmation proceedings and begin 
restoring some stability to this govern­ 
ment.
